MSracleH of Indolence. 
In a handsomely illustrated 


article in the March Cosmopom- 
tan, on "Lite Beneath the Cres- 
cent," M. Emile Julltard, who 
lived * long time iu Constantino- 
ple, has this to say about the pe- 
culiarities ot the Turks : 

In the eyes of <)<»!, or Allah, 
who are ot the more importance, 
the Turks, or we of the West ? 

Turks would reply without 
hesitation that we are ©t far less 
imuortanoe. But the modesty 
of Christians is much more be- 
coming, and I shall not under- 
take to answer this embarrassing 
question. At alt events we are 
ditierent, absolutely diflereut. 
We are Europeans , they are 
Asiatics: this explains every 
thing;. 

We feel nothing, we see noth- 
ing, we understand uothing as 
they do ; what seems good to us 
appears bad to them ; what seems 
beautiful to us, to I hem appears 
ugly; what we find amusing 
eee me tiresome to them; they 
would laugh at what makes us 
weep, if they were ever to laugh 
or to weep at all. We becomo 
quickly infatuated or indignant; 
they are astonished at nothing, 
admire nothing, and get angry 
at nothing. We love the move- 
ments and the changes we call 
progress; they seek repose and 
immobility, which they call dig- 
nity. We are talkative; they 
are silent. 

They reckon their years and 
months differently. Their time 
of day is the ro verse of ours ; 
when it is noon with the Chris- 
tians at Pera, it is six o'clock 
with the Turks at Sturnboul, on 
the other shore. They greet 
the host that they are about to 
visit by keepmg on their hats 
and taking off their shoes ; we 
salute our acquaintances by keep- 
ing on our shoes and taking oft 
our hats. They look upon wo- 
man as interior to man : we pre- 
tend — in society at least— to 
treat her us our superior ; and it 
we sometimes permit ourselves 
to forget this superiority, she 
knows quite well how to put us 
in our place, which is usually the
